Back in 1991 things looked bleak for the Branticy Bulldogs. The football 
coach had resigned just weeks before the scason was to start and former- 
coach Roland Jones agreed at the last minute to step in and try to help. The 
‘91 Bulldogs struggled to a 4-7 record and got wiped out in the opening 
round of the 2A playoffs by Recliown. The loss was complete, but in the 
loss were signs that better times were ahead, as players from Brantley in the 
eighth, ninth and tenth grades took the fight to Recltown for all four quar- 
ters and got up every single time they got knocked down. 

In 1992 the Bulldogs were a year older and determined to start paying 
folks back for the rude treatment the year before, Coach Jones was still 
around, as were most of the players from the year before, and Branticy im- 
proved its record to 10-2 and made it to the second round of the 1A playoffs 
before being upset on the road. 

The 1993 Bulldogs were the team that the Brantley football fans had 
been looking forward to since pee-wee football, and with the addition of the 
players from the old Dozier High School, the fans were convinced that this 
team would win big. Boy were they ever right! Brantley breezed through 
the regular season outscoring their opponents by a combined score of 353- 
15, and then took care of business in the playoffs, including two big road 
wins over such powerful teams as defending state champ Billingsley and 1A 
powerhouse Notasulga. 

Brantley won the right to host the state championship game, but the 
sportswriters in the big citics gave the Bulldogs litthe chance, especially 
since their opponent was West Jefferson, the team that beat big, bad Court- 
land, and boasted the state’s all-time leading rusher in Thomas Banks. | 
heard a fan before the game ask another fan how Branticy planned on stop- 
ping Banks and his answer was simple “We'll tackle him.” 

The Bulldogs did just that, and much, much more Friday night as they 
gave their faithful fans plenty to cheer about by winning the state champion- 
ship in convincing fashion as they pounded West Jefferson 36-0 and kept 
Thomas Banks contained all night long. Yes, they “tackled him.” 

The story of the game is featured clsewhere in this week's paper, | want 
to stop for a minute and look at the real story, the coaches and players that 
made the state championship possible. One has to start with Coach Roland 
Jones and his son, Roland “Little Roland” Jones. The elder Coach Jones re- 
luctantly took over the program when it was at its lowest point and slowly 
built it back using his love for the kids, and teaching old fashioned values 
like pride, hard work and determination. He saw a group of kids that wanted 
to play football, and sacrificed his time to teach them to the best of his abil- 
ity, which proved to be the best anyone could have done. 

“Lite Roland” wasn’t a member of the faculty at Brantley and wasn’t 
promised one cent in salary, but he had coached this group of kids since 
they first pulled on the pads and volunteered to help his Dad when the 
coaching staff dwindled down to almost no one. He learned with the young- 
er players his first year and as his father gave him more responsibility, his 
skills as a coach and a motivator began to shine through. As an offensive 
coordinator, the younger Coach Jones was often second guessed, especially 
when plays didn’t work, but his play calling created real problems for op- 
posing coaches and his total unpredictability was one of the offenses biggest 
weapons. Another weapon was his enthusiasm and love for the kids, and 
their love back for him. It was a match made in heaven, and once that 
brought the Bulldogs to the promised land in high school football. 

A lot of things stick out in my mind about Friday night’s game, such as 
the skills of senior Derek Caldwell on both offense and defense and how 
well he threw the football to loosen up the West Jefferson defense. I also re- 
member Andrew Kilcrease, one of Brantley’s six seniors, coming olf the 
field a number of times in tears holding his broken arm after cither being 
hit, or delivering a big hit. He played both ways in spite of the broken arm, 
and played without reservation. How about Andretti Danicls, a senior linc- 
man, making tackles all over the field and often catching the opposing 
backs before they could get to the corner? Perhaps the happiest memorics 
for Brantley fans will be the play of junior Charlie Layton picking up a fum- 
ble and running it in for a touchdown, or sophomore Marco Jones breaking 
loose on a 54-yard TD sprint, or sophomore Fred Upshaw racing 94-yards 
for a TD, or sophomore Dramaine James making tackles all over the ficld, 
or junior Jimmy Burnett catching a pass and outrunning the defenders for a 
76-yard touchdown, or even 8th grader Jonathan Billups recovering a fum- 
ble on a kickoff that led to a Bulldog score. The memorics go on and on and 
on.... 
Another lasting memory is Brantley principal Mrs. Elizabeth Sullivan 
coming out on the field after the game wearing a state championship t-shirt 
and waving her arms in excitement. Every team that won a state champion- 
ship last weekend in all six classes was happy after the game. However, no- 
where was the excitement more honest, genuine and deserving than Bran- 
tley, Alabama.

A Year of Change For the Second Congressional District 


The last twelve months have 
brought new political faces and chal 
lenges for the citizens of Southeast 
Alabama 

From Prattville to Wetumpka 
to Tallassee down to Evergreen, 
Andalusia and Dothan, the new Sec- 
ond District came together in 1993 to 
face a drastically different White 
House with an equally disquieting 
national legislative agenda. 

On January 5, 1993, the thir- 
teen counties of the old Second Con- 
gressional District joined together 
with Autauga and Elmore to form a 
new district. 

On this same day, I was sworn 
in as your new Congressman. It is 
hard to believe that a full year has 
passed since I first opened Congres- 
sional offices and began taking your 
constituent requests. But whata year 
it has been! 

We began the year on a posi- 
tive note with the assignment of three 
House committee seats for the Sec- 
ond District — something rarely al- 
lowed for a member of Congress. 

This has since given Southeast 
Alabama residents a voice on three 
important House panels: Armed Ser- 
vices, Agriculture, and Veterans Af- 
fairs. For the first time, the Second 
District’s major interests — farming, 
military, and veterans — all have 
direct representation in the U.S. Con- 
gress. 

During the course of the year, 
we were able to secure the necessary 
funding to keep missions at Maxwell- 
Gunter and Fort Rucker rolling 
smoothly, but unfortunately, no deci- 
sion has yet been made on the future 
of Navy basic helicopter training con- 
solidation. 

If approved by the Pentagon, 
this action could ultimately bolster 


Fort Rucker’s flight training by 250 
students while adding $70 million 
into the Wiregrass economy. I'll 
continue to monitor this situation in 
the coming year. It is also unclear 
what effect the change in the Secre- 
tary of Defense will have on the final 
decision 
We also witnessed the pas- 
sage of the North American Free 
Trade Agreement which I steadfastly 
opposed because of its repercussions 
on our textile and farming industries. 
As chairman of the House Re- 
publican Task Force Against 
NAFTA, I joined with workers in 
Southeast Alabama and across this 
nation in exposing the fallacies in 
this trade agreement. : 
To our dismay, NAFTA still 
was passed into law. Its effects on 
our local economy will be watched 
in the coming year and I'll push for 
a Congressional freeze on the trade 
accord if the need arises. : 
Another change for Southeast 
Alabama with effects yet to be felt is 
the passage of the President's huge 
tax bill. Come April 15th, Alabam- 
ians will join in collective shock with 
most Americans as the full pain of 
Mr. Clinton’s new budget kicks in. 
It has been estimated that as 
many as 9,600 Alabama jobs will be 
lost as a result of the anti-business 
provisions in the new tax bill. I voted 
against the tax increases and sup- 
ported a budget plan that would have 
cut spending without raising taxes. 
Also, some of the most disap- 
pointing news in 1993 was the fail- 
ure of the Congress to bite the bullet 
and implement real and meaningful 
reform. 
Next week, I'll offer my as- 
sessment of the highs and lows of the 
First Session of the 103rd Congress.

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Hanchey - City settlement officially signed last week

_ The settlement papers in the Fred- 
die Hanchey nine million dollar law- 
Suit against the City of Elba and 
Mayor Ricky Haywood individually 
were officially signed last week. 

Several references were made 
throughout the document making it 
clear that there were no admissions 
by cither party as to any issue of fact 
in the matter, 

Monetary settlements in the case 
totaled “approximately $50,000,” ac- 
cording to the settlement decree 
from Federal Judge Harold Albrit- 
ton. However totals of the individual 
numbers gets a figure of $50,990.76, 

The entire settlement will be paid 
by the City of Elba. The insurance 
carried by the city covers only the 
cost of the city’s attorneys in law- 


suits. It does not cover any scttle- 
ment cost in wrongful firing cases.

The City Attorney reported to the 
council on his efforts to settle the 
other two pending lawsuits against 
the city. 

He said that attorneys for both 
Ricky Mularz and James Simmons 
turned down the settlement offered 
by the city last week, but both gave 
counter offers.

$5 million claim lodged against county

A $5,000,000.00 claim has been 
filed against the City of Enterprise, 
Coffee County and the Coffee 
County Commission. 

The claim was filed on behalf of 
Edien Meredith McCrady by her 
mother, Carol McCrady. 

Edien McCrady, age 18, was 
killed during a hostage situation that 
occurred on September 21 in the En- 
terprise Shopping Center, 

Miss McCrady worked for Bealls 
Department Store in which the inci- 
dent took place. 

Also killed was Napolian Ver- 
dyke Burrows, age 28, who had al- 
legedly rape and taken Miss McCra- 
dy hostage. 

The two were killed when Bur- 
rows exited the store in an attempt to 
leave the area. 

Nicky Kelley, a second hostage, 
was unhurt in the escape attempt. 

The claim, dated December 16, 
1993, was filed with the Coffee 
County Commission office on Mon- 
day, December 20th, 

In the claim, it is noted that 
McCrady was an employee of Bealls 
on or about September 21, 1993 and 
that she was raped, assaulted, bat- 
tered and taken hostage by a gunman 
later identified to be Burrows. 

It is further noted that “certain av- 
enucs of escape through the rear 
doors at Bealls Department Store 
were locked, blocked, or otherwise 


made unusable so as to cut off ave- 
nues of escape for the now deceased 
minor, Edien Meredith McCrady, as 
well as others.” 

The victim’s mother claims that 
“the City of Enterprise, the County 
of Coffee County and their agents, 
servants, representatives and em- 
ployces, including but not limited to, 
the police officers and law enforce- 
ment personnel present on the scene 
on the occasion of this incident and 
their supervisors and superiors, were 
negligent, careless and/or reckless 
on this occasion in allowing, permit- 
ling, or causing the events as de- 
scribed herein to occur resulting in 
the death of Edien Meredith McCra- 
dy, a minor.” 

The claim further holds the 
named parties responsible for allow- 
ing the back doors, fire doors, or 
rear exits to be locked, blocked, and/ 
or otherwise unusable during busi- 
ness hours. 


It is also charged by the claimant 
that the entities and individuals de- 
scribed in the claim were “negligent, 
careless and/or reckless in failing to 
have adequate, sufficient, and neces- 
sary policies, procedures, guidelines, 
or protocols for the handling of hos- 
lage situations such as the one on the 
occasion made the basis of this 
claim. 

The claimant further holds the 
parties named in the document negli- 
gent by failing to have sufficient, ad- 
equately trained marksmen present 


on the scene to handle any hostage 
Situation that might arise; failing to 
provide adequate and proper equip- 
ment; and permitting the marksman 
to fire at the gunman and hostages 
under the circumstances on this oc- 
casion. 

It is further claimed “that alterna- 
live plans, procedures or protocols 
for the protection and rescue of the 
hostages, including Edien Meredith 
McCrady, should have been imple- 
mented.” 

Mrs. McCrady is being represent- 
ed in the matter by Hogan, Smith, 
Alspaugh, Samples & Pratt, P.C. of 
Birmingham, AL.

ESJC Offers 
Telecourses

Enterprise State Junior College 

For the person who is busy and 
for one reason or another can’t at- 
tend regular class periods, the tele- 
courses offered at Enterprise State, 
Junior College may be just the an- 
swer. 

The tclecourses are convenient 
because the student simply watches 
the classes which are broadcast on 
Alabama Public Television, Channel 
2, WDIQ, Dozier. In addition to 90 
minute programs which air cach 
week, the student must attend re- 
quired orientation sessions, read the 
required text and use a study guide. 
Also, the student must maintain con- 
tact. with their instructor, attend 
Study sessions, and take exams al a 
scheduled time. 

Debbie Adams, who works in the 
ESJC Admissions Office, is enrolled 
in the telecourses as she works to- 
ward a degree. 

“The telecourse schedule is per- 
fect for someone like me, who works 
all day and can’t attend day classes, 
but doesn’t want to attend night 
classes either because that would 
take time away from. the family,” 
Adams explains. 

She says she tapes the classes 
which air on APT so she can watch 
them at her Icisure. 

“It really helps to tape the classes 
because the reading material, text- 
book, study guide and classes are all 
linked together,” Adams says. “The 
instructors are always accessible, so 
that make it better.” 

She says the instructors are heip- 
ful in setting a time which is most 
convenient for the student to take the 
required tests, 

“Most instructors will sect a day 
and night time, so students can come 
al the time that’s best for them,” she 
explains. 

Although the telecourses are very 
convenient for Adams, she says they 
are probably harder than regular 
classes because students can’t talk to 
the instructor during the class period 
to ask questions. 

“In regular classes the instructor 
might introduce some material but 
Say it isn’t going to be on the test; 


well, you don’t have that conven- 
ience in the telecourses,” Adams 
says. “There is a lot of material to 
cover, and the student just has to 
leam it all.” 

But weighing all of the pros and 
cons, Adams says the conveniences 
far outweigh the disadvantages of 
the telecourses. 

“The telecourse schedule is a 
good program, and students have to 
have a lot of self-discipline to make 
themselves put in the studying time 
required to do well,” she explains, “I 
believe students taking a tclecourse 
can get as much out of it as they 
would a traditional class.” 

The telecourses available for win- 
ter quarter are Personal and Commu- 
nity Health, Principles of Economics 
I, Principles of Management and U. 
S. History II. 

So for students who may have 
forgotten to register, or couldn't reg- 
ister for traditional winter quarter 
classes, ESJC is accepting registra- 
tion for the telecourse classes. 

The telecourses begin January 8.

THE SON OF MAN 


In the four “Gospel” re- 
cords, the Lord Jesus 
Christ refers to Himself 
about eighty times as “the 
son of Man”. This title is 
based upon a passage in 
Daniel’s prophecy in which 
“dominion, and glory, and 
a kingdom” are given unto 
one who appeared as “the 
Son of Man” (Dan. 7:13, 
14). This kingdom, says 
the passage, “shall not 
pass away, and... shall 
not be destroyed.” 


As the term “Son of 
God” speaks of our Lord’s 
deity and the term “Son of 
David” emphasizes His 
title as King of Israel, so 
the term “Son of Man” 
identifies Him as the rep- 
resentative of mankind in 
general. 

It is as “Son of Man” 
that He will reign as King 
of the world, as “King of 
kings” as we have seen 
above. It is also as “Son of 
Man” that He will judge 
the nations just before His 
kingdom reign:

Here is the Ist place Junior Divi- 
sion essay written by Ashley Green. 
I hope you enjoy it. 

“Peanuts for sale!” These are the 
words my Papa yells as my sister 
and I climb on top of the dryer_wag- 
on filled with peanuts. (He really 
wouldn’t sell us!) We’re a farm fam- 
ily. Not just any old farm though-a 
peanut farm. We grow and sell pea- 
nuts to make a living. As you can 
tell, these three little words are very 
important to us. They’re also impor- 
tant to our neighbors because they’re 
peanuts farmers too. If you see them 
in town, their first question will 
probably be, “How’s your peanuts 
coming?” Not only are farmers inter- 
ested though, businessmen are too. 
You see, when peanuts are sold, 
farmers and their familics have mon- 
ey to spend in town. I guess you 
could say “Peanuts for sale” affects 
everybody! Imagine that! 

First of all, let me introduce my- 
self and tell you how the peanut in- 
dustry affects me and my family. My 
name is Ashley Green and I live on 
that peanut farm I mentioned. We 
have cows, hogs, and corm also, but 
it’s the peanuts that bring in the 
bucks and keep the farm going. Papa 
bought the land we live on from the 
Lena Brock estate twenty-four years 
ago. “Prime peanut land” everybody 
told him. So with a little imagination 
and a lot of determination, he turned 
that wooded three hundred and twen- 
ty seven acres into what is now fer- 
tile farm land. So cach year we plant 
goobers in hope that when they’re 
harvested, the yield will be plentiful 
and the mortgage will be paid. The 
past few years have been real good 
for us. The rain came when we need- 
ed it, the sun shined when it was 
supposed to, and we met our quota 
on peanuts. This means we made as 
much as we were supposed to. It 
isn’t always good though. Some 
years there are droughts. Some years 
there are floods. These years there 
aren’t much peanuts and you 
guessed it, not much peanuts for 
sale. It’s these years that your family 
gets real close. You learn to give and 
take, to pray together, and be thank- 
ful for what you do have, Years like 
that, we're glad we have crop insu- 
rance, This gives back the money it 
takes to maxe the crop and allows us 
to keep our farm going. I’m glad 
those years are few and far between. 

Now, imagine the same life as it 
is at Watson Farms mulltiplicd by 
twenty or thirty and that’s the life 
you have in our small community. 
Not everyone here farms, thank 
goodness or there wouldn't be 
enough land to go around, One 
neighbor runs a sawmill, He saws 
the wood for our fences and barns, 
There are chicken farmers here who 
depend on peanuts for feed for their 
chickens, There are also people who 
drive to town to work at jobs that 
aren't peanut related, Thank good- 
ness most of these people love pea- 
nut butter and other peanut products, 
By cating and using there products, 
they are supporting the peanut farm- 
er and help determine the price for 
next year’s peanuts. These neighbors 
are always willing to lend a helping 
hand during planting and gathering 
season, They know how important 
liming is to prepare for a bountiful 
harvest. Whether it’s loading peanut 
hay on a wagon before the rains 
come, or feeding the livestock so 
Papa can stay late in the ficld, each 
action contributes to a successful 
yield. 

Finally, imagine several small 
communities, like Bethany, all work- 
ing together, Wouldn't that be a 


great place to live and raise a fami- 
ly? Trust me, it is! It’s Coffee 
County, Alabama! Peanuts are our 
business here. There are over 29,000 
acres of peanuts planted cach year. 
Last year the average farm produced 
2,530 pounds to each acre and sold 
their peanuts for $674.93 per ton. 
From the time the farmer delivers his 
peanuts to the buying point, to the 
time the peanut leaves the county to 
be used, the money involved has 
switched hands five times. It’s not 
all money, facts, and figures though 
that makes this place so special. It's 
hard work, dedication, and love for 
each other, coming together for one 
goal-produce enough quality peanuts 
to feed the world! Imagine that! 

As you can see, “Peanuts for 
sale!” is everybody's business 
around here. Whether it’s Papa play- 
ing his silly games to get me to help 
out, the neighbor at the store want- 
ing the most money for his penders, 
or the local merchant cager for us to 
spend our peanut moncy at his store- 
peanut production affects them all. 
And if anybody is interested, we’ve 
got “Peanuts for sale!”
